Raps Soviet in London Speech 


London, April 17.—Emma_  Gold- 
man, the one-time anarchist, deported 
from the United States in 1919, told 
a London audience that the report of 
the British trade unionists who re- 
cently visited Russia was “from be- 
ginning to end a travesty of the actual] 
truth.” 

This report placed the situation in 
Russia in a most favorable light with 
reference to oublic health, housing and 
the prison system and asserted that 
the soviet government was achieving 
remarkable results. 

Emma Goldman, after her deporta- 


tion from America, spent a consider- 


able time in Jtussia, but eventually 
made her way vut of that country 
and has since described Russia as a 
land of tvrannv. She lectured tonight 


under the auspices of the British 
committee for the defense of political 
prisoners in Russia. 

She asserted that the soviet gov- 
ernment has used every effort to 
hypnotize the delegates and make 
them take “stage mummery for re- 
ality” from the very moment of their 
arrival. “No cne,” she said, “who 
went to Russia as an official guest 
was able to meet the Russian people 
or even remotely see what was hap- 
pening to them.” The delegations re- 
port on the contentment of the peas. 
antry, she averred, was stultified by 
official soviet government papers 
which revealed such discontent that 
the peasantry in the last three or 


four months had done away with 150 
communist officials in the villages.

Trial of Accused Montana 
Senator Moves Slowly

Federal Courtroom, Great Falls, 
Mont., April 17.—The trump card of 
the prosecution in the case of Senator 
Burton K. Wheler, charged with mis- 
use of office, became more mystifying 
Friday. | 

Senator Thomas J. Walsh. chief de- 
fense counsel, announced the receipt 
of a telegram from George Chamber- 
lain, Washington lawyer, saying his 
law partner,. Peter O. Nyce, knew 
nothing of evidence that would in- 
volve Wheeler in a “Million dollar oil 
deal.” 

Nyce, supposed to be the prosecu- 
tion’s ace witness, is en ronte te 
Great Falls now, having been suin- 
moned as a governinent+ witness. 

Expected. Valuable Evidence. 

It is known that the prosecution had 
expected valuable evidence from Nyce 
after John L. Slattery, United States 
district attorney, declared in his 
opening statement Thursday that “A 
Washington lawyer” would testify 
Wheeler offered to split a fee from 
Gordon Campbell with him which 
“would run into millions.” 

Campbell was the oil operator whom 
Wheeler is alleged to have represented 
for a fee before the interior depart- 
ment after he became senator. 

Walsh wired Chamberlain for a 
statement. Chamberlain, ex-senator 
from Oregon, who represented former 
Attorney General Harry M. Daugh- 
erty at the senate inquiry into the de- 
partment of justice, wired in reply: 

“Nyce will not make any such state- 
ment as that indicated in your tele- 
gram. He will be in Great Falls 
Monday. and I am sure he will talk 
to you freely and frankly. as the 
only talk he ever had with Wheeler 
had nothing to do with his being re- 
tained by Wheeler for any considera- 
tion whatsoever or at all.

BONDING CONCERNS 
HELD RESPONSIBLE 


Investigation Will Begin 

Early Next Week—Spe- 
cial Engineer Will Be 
Appointed. 


Thorough investigation of charges 
that paving on many streets, put down 
during the past year, has not been laid 
according to specifications, was au- 
thorized by the streets committee of 
city council Friday afternoon, and 
the probe will be started early next 
week. 

The investigation. will involve pay- 
ing costing several million dollars and 
Councilman John A. White, chair.nan 
of the street committee, stated that 
the bonding companies will be held 
responsible for every cent if any of 
the streets were not laid in accord- 
ance with specifications. 

Will Name Engineer. 

A subcommittee, named Friday by 
Mr. White, will take its first steps 
either Monday or Tuesday, when an 
engineer will be appointed to make 
tests of both asphalt. and concrete 
streets laid during the past year, in 
order to ascertain whether or not they 
were laid according to specifications. 

The committee is composed of Mr. 
White and Councilmen Horace Rus- 
sell and W. F. Saunders. bo: 

The committee’s action following 
rending of a letter signed by a nuni- 
ber of property owners on Ponce de 


Leon avenue, which stated that pav- 


ing on that street is not being laid 
according to specifications, and state- 


ments by Councilman Russell that he | 


could prove that some of the asphalt 
streets put down during the year 
have not been laid in accordance with 
requirements. 

Hansell Defends Work. 

W. A. Hansell, chief of construc- 
tion, stated that inspectors have 
watched every paving job, and that 
all have been reported as having been 
laid according to specifications, 

At present, asphalt streets are test- 
ed by the Atlanta paving laboratory, 
which acts as chemist for the city in 
ceciding whether or not the asphalt 
has the proper penetration. and 
whether the proper materials have 
and have been mixed in 
the right manner. Concrete streets 
are checked by regular inspectors, 
and at the completion of each job, 
thorough tests are made to determine 
whether or not the called-for depth 
has been laid. 

The Ponce de 
was opened last week when 
Schoen, chairman of the city 
of consulting engineers and owner of 
property abutting on the street, in- 
formed the mayor that the paving was 
not being laid in accordance with 
specifications. : 

Mayor Sims immediately notified 
Mr. Hansell to _ investigate’ the 
| charges, and to condemn fhe pave 
ment if the contentions of Mr. Schoen 
were found to de true. Mr. Hansell, 
however, reported that the paving 
was being laid properly. and the 
matter was dropped temporarily. 

The letter read Friday, which was 
signed by a number of property own- 
ers on Ponce de Leon. repeated Mr.

AR MAIL FLIGHT 
PROVES SUCCESS 


Plane Which Left New 
Orleans at 5:39 A. M. 
Reaches Windy City at 
o:a9 P. M. 


CONNECTIONS MADE 
WITH EAST ANDWEST 


Arrival Was Ten Minutes 
Ahead of the Scheduled 
Time—$3,000,000 of Reg- 
istered Mail Carried. 


Chicago, April 17.—The first air 
mail flight from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the Great Lakes was successfully 
completed here at 4:20 o’clock this 
afternoon, when the relay of pilots, 
started from New. Orleans at 5:39 
o'clock in the morning, landed here 
with registered mail valued at more 
than $3,000,000, 

The 400-horsepower DeHaviland 
planes were changed at Nashville. 

Postoffice authorities and air mail 
officials who observed each stage of 
the flight said it was a complete sue- 
cess, and that if such a service were 
made’ permanent, it would mean a 
saving of from one to two days 'n 
bank clearings to the west. 

Makes Mail Connection. 

The mail matter brought in the 
plane reached here in time to make 
connections with the regular) trans- 
continental air mail service westward 
tonight, and mail matter which left 
New Orleans this morning was being 
rushed toward the Pacifie coast to- 
night. The mail matter east bound 
- reached here in time.to make conne> 
tions with fast express trains leaving 
Chicago for the east tonight, and also 
may be placed aboard the east bound 
mail plane arriving here in the morn- 
ing. 

The trip, according to the pilots 
arriving here, was almost uneventful, 
as far as the last leg of the journey 
was concerned. They were ahead of 
schedule most of the way and landed 
at the Maywood field bere ahead of 
time by 10 minutes. Vineent J. 
Meloy and Herbert Fox piloted the 
plane from NashviNe to Chicago. Six 
mail bags, containing bank clearings 
for the most part, were brought here.

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Is Germany's 


Export Surplus a Myth? 
BY WILLIS BOOTH : 
' President of the International Chamber of Commerce.

(The fear of German dumping is not 


likely to become a fact in a hurry. Yet 
the export surplus which might bring 
dumping in its wake is needed if Germany 
is to fulfill her reparations obligations. 
The president of the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce has just returned from 
Europe and he here presents some vital in- 
side information.) 


Will Germany be able to market 
without “dumping” the surplus prod- 
ucts she will have to export if she is 
to make reparations payments? 

It is contemplated in the Dawes 


plan that the maximum of annual 
reparations payments shall not be 
reached for five years. When they 
are reached they will amount to z,- 
000,000,000 gold marks. or approxi- 
mately $625,000,000 annually. This 
amount will largely be represented by 
excess of production in Germany and 
this surplus production will have to 
be sold throughout the world in order 
that the gold mark value thereof may 
be converted into credits abroad in 
other currencies, which currencies 
shall be in turn made available to 
the nations receiving the reparations 
payments. 

But Germany, which formerly en- 
joyed about one-eighth of the export 
trade of the world, will not have dif- 
ficulty in producing emough to de- 
velop the one-eighth for export even 
if it were possible without hinderinz 
the beneficiary countries, to get a 
market for it. It is a_ fact thai 
Germany’s exports before the war 
were not sufficient in amount to give 
her export credit balances except by 
the assistance of invisible’ items. 
Theerfore in order to get an excess 
credit balance equal in amount to 
approximatly $625,000,000 per year, 
Germany must not only export ali 
that she exported prior to the war, 
but, in addition, she must increase the 
total of her world’s trade by this in- 
dicated amount of $625.000,000. 

We must not;forget that Germany's 
present industrial position is not the 
same as it was before the war. As 
a result of the war, Germany has lost 
10 per cént of her population; be- 
12 and 13 per cent of her

her blast furnace capacity; 70 pe 

cent of her zine ore; besides large 
industrial and mineral resources which 
were part of Upper Silesia. In con- 
nection with these percentages we 
must bear in mind that Germany has 
lost some of her basic respurces and 
physical equipment, which mast 
necessitate large imports and inabil- 
ity to make certain exports for some 
time. She has also lost the income of 
invisible items, that is, freight trans- 
port. insurance, etc., which formerly 
tended to increase the export side of 
her account. But, greater than all, 
has been the impairment of her facili- 
ties for overseas trada and her good- 
will in foreign markets and the neces- 
sity which she will have to cut down 
many barriers which have been put 
up in the meantime. Especially eis 
this true of the United States and 
the British dominions. 

We have to inquire, then, first, into 
what physical form will the surplus 
of production over consumption nor- 
mally take. and second, is this phy- 
sical form identical with a form which 
can be taken away conveniently, or, 
more simply stated, what kind of goods 
will make up the surplus and are 
they the kind of goods which the 
creditor countries can use without 
their own impairment? 

I would be useless for Germany to 
produce a character of goods _ for 
which there was not a ready market 
and which would result in the neces- 
sity for selling them at less than cost 
in order to make proper distribution. 
In such cases, dumping will be quite 
as disastrous for Germany as it will 
for the country receiving the goods. 

This depression of price, or dumping, 
can only be avoided if the demand for 
the surplus of German goods, abso- 
lutely additional to the normal! or 
existing demands, can be stimulated 
to the point of world absorption, and 
this is the most serious problem that 
we have. We call it the problem of 
transfers, but it is in reality the 
problem of the world absorption of 
German surpluses without the wreck- 


ing of the trade of other countries.

LONG’S INDICTMENT 
HELD TO BE LEGAL 
BY APPEALS COURT 


A Superior court judge has the 
right to recall grand jurors who serv- 
ed at a preceding term of court and 
use them at a succeeding term, with- 
out being re-sworn, re-impaneled and 
re-charged, it was held Friday by 
the State Supreme court in a decia- 


ion handed down in the case of Long 
against the state, from Walton coun- 
ty. Attorneys for Long contended 
that he had been indicted by an il- 
legally constituted body of men. 

The act of the legislature of July 
28, 1921, providing for the holding of 
four terms of court in Walton county, 
authorized the judge of the court to 
require the grand jury sworn at the 
August term to attend and serve 
again at the November term, it was 
held by Justices Beck, Hines, Akin- 
son and Gilbert. 

Justice Hiil wrote a dissenting opin- 
ion. in which Chief Justice Russell 
concurred, holding that “the body of 
men called together for service at the 
November term of the Walton Su- 
perior court, in 1923, was not a 
legally constituted grand jury and had 
not authority to return indictments.” 

In the opinion of the majority of 
the court, written by Justice Hines. 
itis held: ‘*This body was not a mob. 
It was the ¢reature of the law. ‘The 
power of the legislature, to change 
or modify a previous law cannot be 
questioned. This section of the penal 
eode is not like the laws of the 
Medes and Persians, which were un-

The government operates only one 
air mail route, that between New 
York and San Francisco. It does not 
plan to open any more lines of itself. 
New lines are to be opened through 
contracts with prmwate companies, 
which will carry the mails at a cer- 
tain rate. and be in a position to de- 
velop freight and passenger lines un- 
der this arrangement. 

The act of congress setting up this 
new contract system provides that 
“the postmaster general is authorized 
to contract with anv individual, firm, 
or corporation for the transportation 
of air mail by aircraft between such 
points as he may designate at a rate 
not to exceed four-fifths of the rev- 
enues derived from such mail, and to 
further contract for the transportation 
hy aireraft of first-class mail other 
then air mail at a rate not to exceed 
four-fifths of the revenues derived 
from such first-class mail.” 

How To Get Service. 

Petitions for contract = air mail 
routes may be originated by postmas- 
ters and addressed to the posfmaster 
ceneral. Such petitions should — be 
signed br postmasters at either termt- 
nul of the proposed route and post- 
masters at offices local to the proposed 
vovte where it is thought mail stops 
<heuld be arranged. 

They also must state the proposed 
schedule of operation over the route, 
the facts bearing on the necessi-7 fo» 
cs‘ablishine such a route, and esti- 
mates of the probable traffie which 
the proposed route might expect to en- 
jiov at the special postage rates pro- 
vided, ‘The petitions are to be review- 
cd by the department and either ac- 
cepted or rejected.

Arriving in Atlanta Friday after- 
noon under escort of two government 
guards, Austin Heward Montgomery, 
Jr.. capitalist and former head of the 


Community Finance corporation, of 
New York cily. has started serving a 
sentence of four vears and 40 weeks at 
the federal prison. 

Montgomery was found guilty by a 
-federal jury in New York City on 
April 2, 1925, of mail frauds‘in con- 
nection with blind pool stock opera- 
tions of the “ommunity Finance cor- 
poration end first sentenced to five 
years in the Atlanta penitentiary by 
Judge A. N. Hand, who presided at 
the trial. On Arr! 15 the sentence 
was reduced by Judge Hand to four 
years and 40 wecks. 

Ilis conviction came at the end of 
a two-week hard-fought trial. which 


attracted wide attention in New York 
and the entire United States, owing to 
charges that Montgomery had defraud- 
ed investors of more than $1,800,000. 

Accompanying Montgomery on his 


journey from New York was Fred 
Rogers, dope addict, who will serve 
one year and a day at the peniten- 
tiarvy here. Loeked together with hand- 
cuffs the two prisoners stepped from 
the Seaboard Air Line train at 4:25 
o'clock in charge of United States 
Deputy Marshal William Fisher, Jr., 
and William Cavanagh, guard. The 
four men were met at the train by 
two other federa] officers, William 
Curley and William Cain.

INGOME TAX PUBLICITY 
CASE DISMISSALS SEEN 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES, 

Washington, April 17.—Whether 
newspapers shall be allowed to pub- 
lish amounts of income tax pay- 
ments—as numbers throughout the 
country have done already—now rests 
with the supreme court. Argumept 
before the court was completed Fri- 
day by government counsel and law- 
yers for the two papers indicted, the 
Baltimore Post, a  Scripps-Howard 
newspaper, and the Kansas City-Jour- 
nal-Post. 

Except for «sn impassioned plea 
for freedom of the press by Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, counsel for the 
Kansas City paper, this issue was 
sidetracked in the final argument be- 
fore the court, and the points of law 
in the case were emphasized. Upon 
this phase, it was indicated by ques- 
tions from the court. the decision will 
resf. 

Though there is no safety in pre- 
dicting how nine supreme court judges 
will decide an issue before them. a 
“newspaper guess” is ventured that 
the highest court will uphold the ac- 
tion of lower federai courts which dis- 
missed the indictments against the two 
papers, from which the government 
appealed. ‘This guess is based on the 
tenor of questions from three court 
members upon the points of law in- 
volved. 

A point of law upon which both 
Newton D. Raker. counsel for the 
Baltimore Post, and Maurice H. Win- 
ger, associated with Senator Reed. 
finally coneentrated their cases, was 
that the amount of tax paid, which 
had been published by newspapers, 
was not a part of tax returns and 
therefore publication was not prohibit- 
ed, even if the government’s view of 
the law was accepted. The amount 
of tax paid, Winger said in .explana- 
tion, was determined officially by the 
collector and therefore could not be 
a part of the return drawn up by the 
taxpayer.

Lash More Humane 
‘Than “Box” System, 
~ Declares Johnson 


“Use of the strap in enforcing dis- 
cipline at convict camp is much more 
humane than the present ‘box’ sys- 
tem now in force.” Edwin F. John- 
son, member of. Fulton county com- 
missioners, declared Friday in a con- 
ference between members of the com- 
mission and the Fulton grand jury. 

This subject came up for consid- 
eration in connection with the pur- 
nose of the conference, which was to 
discuss elimination of convict labor 
on reads as an economical measure 
in administration of eonnty affairs. 
It was suggested that the county sel] 
the wagons and trucks now onerated 
by convicts and contract all road 
work. Certain members of the grand 
jury contended this method world he 
cheaper than employment of _ the 
necessary guards and purchase of 
equipment to carry out the program 
now planned. 

The commission disagreed with the 
view that it would be cheaper for the 
county to place al] convicts in a 
“bull pen.” sell equipment and place 
the money in the county treasury. 
The matter was left open for further 
discussion, it was announced. 

“The strap, when ten licks were al- 
lowed under the law. was niuch more 
humane than the ‘box’ system where 
a man is made to stand sometimes for 
two days. unable to move before he 
can return to work.” Mr. Johnson 
said. 

‘irlyn B. Moore. chairman of t', 
county commissioners, stated xyfter 
the ‘meeting that ‘he county under 
the laws of Georgia has no alterna- 
tive in the matter of working con- 
vicets, but is forced to work the reads 
with them. 
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Georgia freight rates on ground cor 
pulverized limestone and on logs, on
